GENEVA NOW CERTAIN 
TO APPROVE PLANS 


Paris Conference Discusses 
China and Four-Power 
Party in Italy.

Paris, Dec. 4.—All inter-allied military 
control will be withdrawn from Ger- 
many before March 1. This definite as- 
surance will be given to Foreign Minis- 
ter Strasemann, of Germany when the 
council of the League of Nations meets 
at Geneva this week. 

This is the result of an agreement 
reached here by representatives of Great 
Britain, France Belgium, Poland and 
possibly Italy, considering that German 
disarmament is now sufficiently achiev- 
ed to warrant turning over to the 
league of supervision of Germany's mil- 
itary establishment. 

Further pre-council conferences were 
held today by Foreign Minister Briand, 
of France; Foreign Secretary Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, of Great Britain, and 
Foreign Minister Vandervelde, of Bel- 
gium, who also axchanged opinions with 
Foreign Minister Zalewski, of Poland, 
and Baron Avezzana, the Italian am- 
bassador. 


Authorization is Assured. 


A consensus was revealed on all the 
major phases of the proposed step of 
evacuating the Rhineland after eight 
years of occupation. The fact that Sir 
Austen and Briand and Vandervelde 
are in complete accord on the with- 
drawal proposal virtually assures the 
authorization of such action at Geneva. 

Although the work of the technicians 
under Marshal Foch will not be finished 
for a month or two, the spokesmen of 
these five European nations regard the 
work as advanced sufficient to set the 
actual date when it is felt that all ves- 
tiges of interallted military control will 
be removed and supplanted only by an 
investigating committee under the 
league, for which the Versailles treaty 
provided. 

May Confer on China. 


A second important development to- 
day was indicated when M. Vander- 
velde, following a conversation with 
M. Briand, told the press that it was 
very urgent that the powers hold a 
conference regarding China in order to 
fix # common attitude toward both the 
Peking and Canton governments. The 
Belgian foreign minister let it be 
known that his country regards recent 
developments in China as a serious 
menace to the many nations having in- 
terests there, especially Belgium, since 
the Peking government had broken its 
treaties with that nation. 

M. Briand counseled M. Vandervelde 
that the powers should be very prudent 
with China because the real strength 
of the Canton movement is not yet 
known. It is indicated, nevertheless, 
that much sentiment exists to bring 
the Chinese situation before the delib- 
erations of the council or to recom- 
mend a separate conference to deter- 
mine a policy toward China. 

M. Vandervelde said he was in entire 
agreement with M. Briand and Sir Aus- 
ten on the Rhineland conservation, ex- 
cept on minor details, thus assuring a 
general accord in the matter of the 
withdrawal of allied military control of 
Germany. Rumors emanating from Ge- 
neva say that the council next week 
may discuss the problem of German 
arms and that the Reich was maneu- 
vering to have a permanent solution 
hastened. It is understood that Dr. 
Stresemann will ask the council to es- 
tablish at the carliest moment the 
status and composition of the investi- 
gai‘ng commission under the league, 
wh 7h will take place of the interallied 
military control commission. 


Four-Power Pian Lags. 


M. Briand, Sir Austen and M. Van- 
dervelde not only have agreed to do 
this but have gone so far as to state 
their belief that they can promise Dr. 
Stresemann at Geneva that the mili- 
tary evacuation will be ended by March 
1. The technical provisions to be ef- 
fected in the meantime are not deem- 
ed important enough to prevent this 
eventually, in view of these ministers. 

Meanwhile, little progress has been 
made regarding the proposed four- 
power conference, since there has been 
no word from Premier Mussolini, of 
Italy, as to what his intentions are. 
Since the meeting probably would be 
held on Italian territory, the French 
viewpoint is that Signor Mussolini 
should do the inviting” It is reported 
in political circles that the Franco- 
British reticence may be caused by the 
fact that Mussolini has not warmed up

$100,000 Paid for Rug;

New York, Dec. 4 (By A. P.).— 
One hundred thousand dollars— 
said to be the highest price ever 
paid for a rug—was paid today by 
Parish Watson for a rug found 
among the effects of Sultan Abdul 
Aziz of Turkey. The rug, more than 
400 years old, was described at the 
auction as “presumably a gift from 
the Emperor of the Persians to the 
Emperor of Turkey.” 

The background of the rug is a 
pattern of moss-green creepers on a 
green so dark it is almost ‘black. 
The parent stems are orange, out- 
lined in red. Deer, gazelles, sheep 
and goats, pursued by lions and 
leopards, are scattered through the 
vines. In the center is a rose-crim- 
son medallion, with vine traceries 
in pink and silver around four 
hawk-like birds. 

Reports following the sales were 
that Mr. Watson was acting for Jo- 
seph E. Widener and that the rug 
would eventually find its way into 
his art collection at Elkins Park, 
Lor Philadelphia.

ADMIRAL SAYS DENBY 
WANTED DOHENY BID 


Storage Contract Regarded as 
Vital to Protect West 
Coast, He Testifies. 


DECLARES OPERATOR 
YIELDED TO APPEAL 


Witness, Protesting, Told He 
May Reveal Confidences 
in General Way.

The seal of secrecy which Curtis D. 
Wilbur, Secretary of the Navy, ordered 
placed upon the lips of Rear Admiral 
John K. Robison, defense witness in the 
Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial, yester- 
day was ordered removed in open court 
by the presiding justice, Adolph A. 
Hoehling. 

But the testimony that followed did 
not penetrate deeply into the navy’s 
war plans for the protection of the 
Pacific coast, partly because the judge 
suggested that the name of any par- 
ticular foreign power and other confi- 
dential matters be omitted and partly 
because Admiral Robison refused to 
disclose certain information even after 
the court had ordered him to do s0, 

What the result would have been if 
Frank J. Hogan, defense counsel, had 
insisted upon the court's enforcing its 
order remained undisclosed for Hogan 
changd his line of questioning and per- 
mitted the witness to remain silent 
about much of the highly confidential 
matter. Robison’s testimony, however, 
disclosed the following: 

First—-That the Doheny oil-storage 
contract was regarded by the Navy De- 
partment as an important factor in 
the nation’s war plans to protect the 
West coast. 

Second—tThat former Secretary cf 
the Navy Denby directed Admiral Robi- 
son to tell Doheny in the strictest con- 
fidence of these war plans and to ap- 
peal to Doheny to make a bid on the 
Pearl harbor contract. 

Third—-That the navy's appeal to 
Doheny caused him to undertake the 
contract and lease despite the opposi- 
tion of his own directors in the Pan- 
American Co., and despite his own mige 
givings. 

Brings Up Doheny Contract. 


The way was paved for dramatic fea- 
tures in connection with the navy's 
war plans as soon as Justice Hoehling 
had ruled against the contention of 
the government's special counsel that. 
the Wilbur letter ordering Robison's 
lips sealed should be excluded from the 
evidence. 

After a number of preliminary ques- 
tions, Hogan referred to the contract 
of April 25, 1922, whereby Doheny was 
to begin the work at Pear] Harbor. 

“Were you present when Secretary 
Denby signed it?” asked Hogan. 

“Yes, sir,” replied the witness. “He 
signed this contract of April 25 and 
this letter of April 25 at the same 
time.” 

The testimony then rapidly ap- 
proached the subject of war plans 
which Wilbur ordered not divulged. 
Hogan's examination of Robison con- 
tinued as follows: 

Q. What, if anything, according to 
your best recollection, did Secretary 
Denby say when you presented the con- 
tract in its final form to him? Did 
he ask you anything about it?——-A. Yep, 
sir. He asked me whether the changes 
had been made that he had directed, 
I pointed out to him the fact that 
those changes had been made and as- 
sured him that no other changes had 
been made, and he signed it. That 
he did not send to the judge advocate 
general after he received it. That must 
have been another. 

Mr. Pomerene—I did’ not hear that. 
A. After the Smoot paper came, he 
did not send them to the judge advo- 
cate general. He signed it then imme- 
diately, in my presence.

SCHOOL CHILDREN'S 


REALTH ARE MADE 


Education Officials Act at 
Meeting Sponsored by Tu- 
berculosis Association. 


PUPILS UNDER WEIGHT 
TO GET EXAMINATION 


Organization Making Surveys 
in All City Institutions, Miss 
Craig Reports. 


Plans for a closer and better co- 
ordinated control of the health prob- 
lem among school children were formu- 
lated at a recent conference of school 
officials in charge:of health matters 


and representatives of the Washington 
Tuberculosis association, held under 
auspices of the association in the So- 
cial Service house. 

Those attending were Dr. Joseph A. 
Murphy, chief medical inspector of the 
public schools and staff of school 
nurses; Miss Emma Jacobs, director of 
the home economics department of the 
schools; Miss Anita Turner, director of 
physical training department of di- 
visions 10 to 13; several teachers from 
the staff of Dr. Rebecca Stoneroad, di- 
rector of physical training for divisions 
Ll to 9, and Miss Margaret Craig, di- 
rector of the child health education 
department of the Tuberculosis associa- 
tion, and staff of workers. 

Two points of general agreement 
were reached. One is that all pupils 
found to be 10 per cent under weight 
for age and height should be barred 
from all strenuous athletics, as was 
done last year. The other consensus of 
opinion was, on the suggestion of Dr. 
Murphy, that children known to be 10 
per cent underweight shall be recom- 
mended to the school medical inspec- 
tor for examination and advice. 


Christmas Seals Aiding. 


Miss Craig, after the conference, pre- 
pared a brief statement telling what 
the child health education department 
of the Tuberculosis association is doing 
this year with funds provided by the 


sale of Christmas seals. She said that |’ 


she and her staff of trained health 
workers already this year had helped 
to organize and conduct eleven health 
habit classes and seventeen weight- 
Study classes in the public schools, be- 
sides the weighing and measuring of 
all pupils in 30 white and 35 colored 
schools. 

Miss Craig’s department also is con- 
ducting weight-height-age surveys in 
four Catholic parochial schools, two 
special health classes, one at the Wash- 
ington City Orphanage, and the other 
at the bureau of health education. 

The Tuberculosis association work- 
ers also are conducting three diagnos- 
tic clinics, one for white and one for 
colored children, both being held at 
the Social Service house, 1022 Eleventh 
street. 

Parochial School Work. 


The child health education depart- 
ment is developing an extensive pro- 
gram of health work this year in the 
Catholic parochial schools, as well as 
in the public schools. One specially 
complete demonstration is in progress 
in the Nativity school, of which Sister 
Verona is principal. She is anxious 
that all her children shall be 100 per 
cent physically fit and to that end 
she is giving the fullest cooperation 
lor examinations and health habit 
classes, 

Several physicians and trained 
nurses as well as mothers are volun- 
teering their services not only for this 
school but also for the Holy Comforter 
school, of which Sister Maira Stella 
is principal, and for Holy Name school, 
of which Sister Daodata is principal. 
Mrs. Margaret Hilleary is the staff 
worker of the Tuberculosis association 
in charge of this work. Several other 
parochial schools are asking for simi- 
lar surveys.

After months of patient digging and | 
investigation, study and consideration, 
fnvolving the examination of hundreds 
of witnesses, the trial of two civil sults, 
one in California and the other in Wyo- | 
ming, for the cancellation of the oll 
leases, the first of the criminal cases 
came to trial in a Federal court in the 
District of Columbia two weeks ago. | 
And a jury of young men representing 
various walks of life—the average age 
is only 33 years—men who by virtue of 
their callings have had little of the ex- 
perience of the world to equip them for 
consideration of a problem so intricate! 
as that involved in the criminal case 
now on trial—is to decide whether the 
enormous sum involved has been wisely | 
expended. 

No criminal trial that has ever come 
before the bar of the District of Co- 
lumbia has exceeded in dramatic in- 
terest, perhaps, this trial for conspir- 
acy to defraud the government of the | 
United States. It has all the elements | 
of drama. The playwright or the writer | 
of motion picture scenarios, had he the 
most fecund imagination, could not 
conceive a setting more replete with all 
the elements of dramatic action. 
legal battle that is being waged be- 
tween the government counsel on the 
one side and the attorneys for the de- 
fense on the other, is gigantic in its 
magnitude. Questions have come up in 
the course of the arguments and the ex- 
amination of witnesses, the decision of 
which will be cited as precedents in the 
years to come. 


Dramatic Personnel of Trial. 


Who are the dramatis personae in 
this remarkable and historic legal 
drama? Surely they must be men of 
extraordinary capacity and legal learn- 
ing. Their careers must be interesting. 
It has been said that no autoblogra- 
phy ever written is lacking in human 
interest. Quite true. And so with the 
lives of the lawyers who are staging 
this stupendous struggle. 

Let us swing our eyes around the 
court room over which Justice Hoehling 
is presiding. Scholarly in appearance, 
a pleasant though somewhat serious 
face that, occasionally spreads in a 
smile, half restrained, Judge Hoehling 
looks down benignly upon the array of 
counsel several feet below the dais upon 
which he is seated. He has a soft voice, 
well-modulated and rich in tone. He 
never hesitates for a word. He can 
listen patiently and is never ashamed 
to ask questions, the answers to which 
may enlighten him on some abstruse 
argument. And incidentally there are 
many abstruse questions in this so- 
called conspiracy trial—questions sur- 
rounded by a maze of intricacy and 
technology, questions that surely must 
go over the heads of the jury “like a 
tent.” 

At a long table directly below the 
judge and looking toward the clerk 
of the court are the lawyers represent- 
ing the government—in all half a 
dozen. On the right is the govern- 
ment’s chief counsel, Owen J. Roberts, 
@ Philadelphia lawyer. Beside him sits 
United States District Attorney Peyton 
Gordon, familiarly known as “Major.” 
Next to him, leaning over a pile of pa- 
pers, almost “squatting” is former 
United States Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
of Ohio, and farther down the line are 
their assistants.

Atlee Pomerene, former senator from 
Ohio, named by President Coolidge as 
government counsel with Mr. Roberts, 
is well known in Washington. He served 
two terms in the United States Senate 
and his record in that body is an envi- 
able one. Looked upon by his colleagues 
in the Senate as one of the most learned 
members of the upper chamber, a law- 
yer of extraordinary attainments and 
profound learning, it was but natural 
that President Coolidge should turn 
to him as one of the most available 
lawyers fitted for the exceedingly dif- 
ficult job of prosecuting the oil cases. 

He had been the prosecuting attorney 
of Stark county, Ohio, in his 30s, and 
he had had wide experience as a law- 
yer.

It is said that Lambert is one of the

| Mr. Lambert comes from a family of

Mr. Lambert was born in Wgshington. 
| He attended the Emerson institute, tak- 
ing up post graduate work there after 
completing the regular course prior to 
his entering Princeton university, from 
which he received his A. B. degree in 
1892. He then entered the law depart- 
ment of Georgetown university, receiv- 
ing his LL. D. and LL. M. degrees 
there and becoming’ a member of the 
bar of the District of Columbia in 1895 
In 1903 he was admitted to practice be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court. 

Mr. Lambert's practice consists 
largely in corporation work. He has 
participated in the trials of nearly all 
of the important cases in the National 
Capital during the last fifteen years. 
He has handled a number of libel suits, 
including the famous John Armstrong 
Chaloner case against The Washington 
Post in which he obtained in the Su- 
preme Court a reversal of the opinion 
of the two lower courts on certiorari. 


Cuts $10,000 Verdict to 1 Cent. 


In this case the newspaper had 
printed a telegraphic dispatch stating 
that Chaloner was recuperating from 
,the nervous shock he suffered when he 
killed one Gillard, when the latter was 
beating his wife. Both lower courts 
held that such language was in law, a 
charge of murder against Chaloner and 
a verdict of $10,000 damages was 
awarded. 

The Supreme Court held, in revers- 
ing, that such a charge could not be 
presumed,as a matter of law, but that 
it was for the jury to say what it 
amounted to under the circumstances 
of a case. On a retrail Mr. Lambert had 
thé verdict reduced to 1 cent. 

The case of Frank Godsol, a French 
subject, and officer of the French army, 
was another legal battle which brought 
international renown to the lawyer. 
Godsol, while the war was at its height 
in 1917 was requisitioned by the Repub- 
lic of France under an indictment 
charging him with having embezzled 
several million dollars from the French 
government. This case was bitterly 
fought in the Supreme court of the 
District of Columbia, the Court of Ap- 
peals and was finally taken to the S8u- 
preme court of the United States. 
Under this decision Mr. Godsol was 
finally released. / 

Another case of national importance 
was that of Mr. Lambert’s defense of 
Charles W. Morse, his three sons and 
others, in indictments brought against 
them under cases alleging war frauds, 
on ship building contracts. The con- 
test lasted for sixteen weeks in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia and resulted in the complete 
acquittal of the defendants.

States for a letter addressed to him 
by a military officer who was to be 
a witness against the defendant; leav- 
ing the question of the production of 
the letter, if containing any matter 
which, in the judgment of -the Presi-

1,000,000 Permanent Mem- 
bers to Be Sought to Aid 
Welfare Work. 


The Catholic Near East Welfare as- 
sociation, a new organization which 
will consolidate all Catholic relief work 
in the Near East, soon will begin a drive 
for 1,000,000 permanent members, it 
was announced yesterday. An appeal for 
members will be voiced on the same 
Sunday by 11,000 priests in this coun- 
try. 

The new welfare association was 
formed at. the behest of Pope Pius by 
the Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, vice presi- 
dent of Georgetown university and 
former director of the papal relief mis- 
sion to Russia.

Lives Depend on Clothing. 

Commander Byrd’s birdmen, be- 
tween hops, will sleep in reindeer bags 
which will freeze as stiff as sheet iron. 
Lying in a sleeping bag causes a col- 
lection of moisture inside from the 
body, which saturates the clothing and 
becomes frozen. Scott’s men woré 
clothes so stiff that they had to stand 
and stop in the same position they had 
taken when walking out of their tents. 
Every night the men thawed out their 
clothing and dried their socks in the 
heat of an oil stove.

Fishing By Proxy. 


Occasionally a polar explorer has the 
luck to provide a treat for all hands 
‘by going fishing. Fishing under such 
'conditions consists of killing a seal 
‘and removing the fish from its stom- 
ach. Sometimes three or four dozen 
fish, all nearly whole, are found in a 
|seal’s stomach and these are dressed 
‘and fried in a pan over an oil lamp or 
| stove in a steaming tent or cabin reek- 
‘ing with oil and other odors. These 
are regarded as red-letter meals, 

Seal meat, gamey though it is, pro- 
vides sustenance also. When a seal is 
killed the heart, liver and. kidneys are 
removed and the meat is then divided 
into convenient joints, while the blub- 
ber and skin are cut into pieces about 
two feet square. Properly prepared 
and seasoned the meat makes a passable 
meal and it will sustain life. The brain 
of ‘the seal is considered the greatest 
delicacy. ; ,

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MAY CHAT BY RADIO 


Transatlantic Service Ready 
| Early in the New Year, 
| It Is Expected. 


London, December 4 (By A. P.). 
President Coolidge and King George 
may say hello to each other from the 
White House and Buckingham palace 
within the next three months, if plans 
materialize for the opening of trans- 
atlantic radiophone service early in 
1927. 

What the two heads of state may talk 
about after their exchange of formal 
inaugural messages forms a topic of in-~ 
teresting speculation here. There will 
be only a few skilled mechanics listen- 
ing in, and they will probably be re- 
quested not to tell. 

Charges for transatlantic phone calls 
at the beginning will range from $10 to 
$15 a minute, it is figured, though the 
President and the king may talk aes 
long as they like, “atmospherics permit- 
ting,” as the experts put it. 

Tests of the radiophone have réached 
the stage where the British and Ameri- 
can experimenters who have been 
working for more than a year now con- 
verse over the ocean every Saturday and 
Sunday and often on week nights, in

THE RUBBER POOL. 
Announcement of the organization of 


a $19,000,000 rubber pool, composed of | 


manufacturers of rubber in cooperation 
with automobile manufacturers, has 
aroused no little interest. The purpose 
of the pool is to combat the monopoly in 
crude rubber. 

The plan js to puvchase $29,000,000 
worth of crude rubber and protect Amer- 
ican manufacturers against excessive 
high prices. Each company will pay into 
the pool an assessment based on the 
average price. 

This is a form of cooperation, not in 
selling and marketing, but in buying raw 
materials. The principle of cooperation 
is applicable to buying as well as to mar- 
keting. Cooperative buying tends to 
eliminate competition 
thereby raising prices. By combining, 
buyers can sometimes aictate to sellers in 
the matter of price. 

Apparently there is no legislation that 
can reach the operation of foreign 
monopolies, as in the case of rubber. 
When foreign producers have a monopoly 
and practice extortion there is no remedy 
at home except a buyer’s strike or some 
such form of cooperation as the rubber

The plan calls 
for no action which would wound the na- 
tional susceptibilities’ or touch the na- 
tional honor. On the contrary, cordial 
acceptance of the plan would signify that 
both countries were inspired by a desire 
to restore friendly relations based upon 
self-respect, and to promote the cause o? 
peace throughout South America. 

The preservation of the rights of 
Chilean and Peruvian inhabitants of the 
territory, the provision for unimpeded 
commerce, the stipulation that Bolivia 
shall give full compensation for public 
works, buildings, and other national prop- 
erty, and the demilitarization of the ter- 
ritory are, all calculated to insure tran- 
quillity, free and friendly intercourse, and 
an enlargement of commerce. Thus, 
with the mutual cooperation of Bolivia, 
Chile and Peru, this statesmanlike solu- 
‘tion of an extremely complicated ‘ prob- 
lem can be attained at one stroke.

J. A. McKeever Delivers Lec- 
ture to Y. M.C. A. Class on 
Sellers’ Responsibility. 


SPECIALIZATION PLAN 
EXPLAINED TO STUDENTS 


Studies of Community’s De- 
velopment and Zoning Laws 
Urged on Aspirants. 


The responsibility of real estate sales- 
men in creating confidence in the 
market in his community and 
the requirements necessary for his suc- 
cess were outlined by J. A. McKeever at 
the weekly lecture of the Y. M. C. A. 
realty Monday. 

Mr. McKeever pointed out that upon 
the salesmen in a great measure rests 
the confidence of citizens and strangers 
in the real estate values and offerings 
community as well as the repu- 
of real estate offices and the 
success of the salesman himself. 

It was pointed out by the lecturer 
that in order to properly serve clients 
a salesman must have an adequate 
knowledge of the city.

In| 
the last few years there has been a 
marked improvement in the facility 
with which women have presented their 
cases through their representatives to 
the various committees. The women | 
who opposse certain measures advo-| 
cated by other groups of women have 
for the most part learned to do it 
with dignity and logic 

While it is perfectly 
unity there is strength, yet the in- 
formation and education which comes 
in the presentation of two sides of the 
question by thoughtful, earnest women 
is not to be decried 

Out of the struggle which has been | 
waging practically since the enfran-| 
chisement women between the Na- 
tional Women's Party and the National 
League of Women Voters over the status 
of women in this country, especially 
women in industry, has come great | 
good, for has caused many women 
who would not otherwise have studied 
the subject scriously to find out just 
what are the working conditions, wages 
and so forth of the great army of wom- 
en who contribute the whole or part of 
the family income of the -nation 

Those who are in favor of the blanket 
equal rights amendments to the United 
Btates Constitution, as advocated by the 
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National Woman's Party, would wipe 
out with one legislative measure the 
discrimination against women in all 
phases of national life. The women op- 
posing this measure feel that this act 
would jeopardize the State and na- 
tional laws which have been enacted in- 
dividually for the protection of women. 
rhe woman who likes to know what she 
talking about and for what she is 
really working has made it her business 
to investigate these subjects for herself ' 
and finds that she has not only ac- 
quired information to form her opinion, 
but is also more conversant with the 
general industrial and economic prob- 
lems of the nation 

To the woman who wishes to know 
the status of women in the service of 
the United States government the De- 
partment of Labor, of which James J. 
Davis ts Secretary, has issued a report 
of the result of study of this subject. 

The executive establishments employ- 
ed in 1925 15,777 women and 15,966 
men. A little more than one-third of 
all the employes in the establishments 
reviewed in thelr entirety receive sal- 
aries of $1,860 and over; 21 per cent 
receiving such salaries were women and 
79 per cent were men. Of the 2,198 
women receiving such salaries in these 
government establishments, almost 
two-thirds were in clerical, typing and 
stenographical positions; 8 per cent 
were engaged in accounting and audit- 
ing, and the remaining one-fourth were 
scheduled in administrative, profes- 
sional, scientific and special positions 
in no one branch of which was there so 
large a proportion as 5 per cent. 

Of the women in this survey it is re- 
vealed that only 35 received salaries of 
#3,600 or more, and only 10 had a 
salary as high as $5,200. In all the po- 
sitions paying $1,860 or more, in which 
women and men were employed, 45 per 
cent of the women employes received 
just $1,860, as compared with approx!i- 
nately 15 per cent of the men in like 
positions

Mr. Pergler takes sharp issue with 
that school of legal thought which 
questions the existence of international 
law in a paper which is entitled “In- 
ternational Law, Its Acceptance and 
Enforcement in the United States.” 

After citing various decisions in sup- 
port of his argument, Mr. Pergler, 
sums up his position as follows: 

“The decisions of American courts 
not only as to recognition of interna- 
tional law in the United States but 
also concerning its nature and source, 
should end, at least for the practicing 
and practical lawyer, the perennial and 
rather unprofitable debate as to 
whether or not there is such a thing 
as international law. 


Law Applied by Courts. 


“The courts apply this law whenever 
they can and they are clear concerning 
its nature and sources. At times, it 
may have been difficuit to ascertain 
the rule applicable in a given case, but 
this is so even in our own day in many 
branches of municipal law. 

“Instances of what are known as 
cases of first impression arise with a 
frequency not always realized. Iaw is 
a rule of conduct, and this is true of 
international, as well as of municipal! 
law, and while municipal. law has back 
of it the mighty enforcing arm of the 
state, international law finds its most 
effective sanction in the needs of civi- 
lized states. To secure them the ob- 
servance of certain rules in their rela- 
tions with other states is unavoidable 
and hence obligatory. In maintaining 
international law as a part of the com- 
mon law. American courts have gone 
far in making this law not only a rule 


of conduct for sovereign states, but for; 


citizens as well.”

The serious situation in which s0! 
many junior officers of the army find) 
themselves in the matter of promotion, | 
or arrest of promotion, probably is pod 
flected in the increasing number ee 
resignations, mostly among these same 
junior officers. The records of the: se | 
voluntary separations from the service | 
revea!s that there were 33 per cent more | 
resignations in the fiscal year ending| 
June 30 last than in 1924, and 15 per 
cent more than in 1926. 

It has been explained in some quar- 
ters that this is attributable partly to 
dissatisfaction with living conditions to}! 
which members of the military. person- 
nel are subjected, but it is surmised, 
also, that this has less to do with it 
than the discouraging outlook for ad- 
vancement, since most of those that re- 
sigty, it is said, dre unmarried officers. 


Discontent is 


Although it may 
them look ahead to the prospect of 
marriage and have sufficient vision to 
dislike to bring brides into the uncom- 
fortable and inadequate shelter the 
government furnishes army officers and 
their families, the general .opinion in 
the service is that it is more apt to be 
a matter of enduring and accumulating 
discontent arising directly and justifi- 
ably from delayed promotion. 

The annual reports, as they are 
made public from time to time, con- 
tinue to show tne pointed allusions and 
appeals that chiefs of branches have 
mede this year, to a greater extent and 
with more emphasis than ever before, 
for relief from stagnation and other 
defects in army promotion. 

Thus, Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero, 
chief of coast-artillery, asks that a/| 
study be made with a view to redistri- 
bution to branches of authorized per- 
sonnel; Maj. Gen. William J. Snow, 
chief of field artillery describes sveral 
blocks in promotion existing among 
officers of his branch, with the example 
furnished by nearly 200 first lieuten- 
ants that still will ‘be in that grade 20 
years hence; Maj. Gen. Mason M. Pat- 
rick, chief of the air corps, again calls 
attention to the unsatisfactory situa-

“The near-sighted motorist drives 
through a perpetual fog.” 

This is the claim of Dr. Edwin H. Sil- 
ver, chairman of the national advisory 
commission on motor vision of the 
American Optometric association, which 
is conducting a nation-wide campaign 
of education on the necessity for better 
vision among motor car drivers. The 
association is cooperating traffic 
officials by offering the services of its | 
members for examination, without cost, 

of the ecyes of any applicant for a driv- | 
ing permit whose vision is questi ioned | 
in any particular. 

“There are various defects of the eyes | 
that make a driver,. unconsciously in 
most instances, a menace himself 
and to other drivers on the road, and 
near-sightedness, if uncorrected, is one | 
of the worst,” says Dr. Silver The | 
near-sighted man is in the position of 
@® man driving in a fog:. You know how 
the fog obscures vision until an ap- 
proaching car, truck or pedestrian is 
right up to your motor. That is what 
the near-sightcd man faces alli the 
time. 

“Correcting this defect 
the victim must realize that he is so 
afflicted. Any traffic officer can appiy 
simple tests with charts provided by 
this association, which will inform the 
prospective driver of the condition of 
his eyes sufficiently to tell him whether 
it is gdvisable to have his eyes exam- 
ined. 

“We are stressing this campaign for 
better vision because any other physi- 
cal defect is apparent, and the traffic 
bureau examiner can determine at 
glance whether such defect 
driver for obtaining 
the defects of vision 
unnoticed. 

“Nearly every bad accident that hap- 
pens on the highway today is duc to 
'the human element. The various weak- 
nesses that made the motor car of 
former years dangerous have all been 
eliminated by the manufacturers. and 
the real problem today is to perfect the 
human machine that controls the me- 
chanical contrivance.

The coincidental lock on all Stude- 
baker automobiles, a lock that controls 
both ignition and steering wheel by 
pressing a small lever, answers one of 
the problems of the underwriters’ bu- 
reau in curtailing automobile thefts. 


According to a bulletin issued by the | 


insurance committee of the 


National | 


Automobile Chamber of Commerce, one | 
of the greatest causes for automobile 


thefts in America is the failure of own- 
ers to lock their cars. And the reason | 
for this negligence is the inconvenience 
of locking devices on most motor cars, 
says the bulletin. 


A quarter of a million automobiles” 


valued at $218,000,000 were stolen in 
1925. Of these only 80 per cent were 
recovered, leaving an unrecovered loss 
of $35,000,000, which does not include 
the loss incurred in repairing, recover- 
ing and establishing ownership of 
stolen cars. Strong emphasis placed on 
the human equation indicates that 
locks, which can be operated with 
greater convenience than the older 
types, would tend to reduce thefts, the 
N. A. C. C. bulletin points out. 
Studebaker engineers anticipated this 
need more than a year ago when the 
coincidental lock was adopted. This is 
located on the steering post. ‘The own- 
er of the car can make his vehicle 
thief-proof by pressing a small lever 
end removing the key. That operation 
locks the steering wheel in a fixed posi- 
tion and shuts off the ignition. There 
is a separate ignition switch to allow 
the ignition to be turned off and on, 
if desired, without affecting the steering 
wheel lock. The lock is easy to operate, 
easy to find, and is practically impossi- 
ble to break. The same key that un- 
locks the steering wheel and ignition 
ns the doors of the car and controls 
e lock on the spare tire carrier. Thus 
the owner need carry only one key. The 
locking device is so simple that he is 
under prectically no inconvenience and 


will rarely, if ever, neglect to lock his 
car.

ERFECTION, as the ancient

Mrs. Ada Chamberlain, — spirited 
daughter of the West, graduate of the 
University of popular 
young Los Angeles matron, wasn’t sat- 
isfied. 

Life, with its compromises and fail- 
ures and trying again. wasn’t good 
enough, she decided, before she wrote 
her remarkable farewell to the world 
and took her three pretty babies with 
her into the eternal sleep. 

In her own eyes she had failed as a 
wife and mother. But she had her gaze 
fixed upon perfection. In the eyes of 
admiring friends her reputation was as 
that of Caesar’s wife.

Always, according to these triends, 
Mrs. Chamberlain tried to give more 
than she got from marriage. Always 
she chafed under the rule of life that 
prevented her from bearing all the bur- 
dens for her babies and smoothing all 
their ways. Often she raged because 
of her failure to attain her ideal. Just 
as often those who regarded her as a 
model of doméstic virtue smiled politely, 
contrasting her the while with the lazy, 
extravagant or careless young matrons 
that they knew. 

In such a mood of dissatisfaction and 
self-distrust there drifted to her ears 
from the whispering gallery of the 
neighborhood a hint of criticism, a mur- 
mur of disapproval. Born of envy and 
stupid malice, it was the final blow to 
the woman who would be perfect. She 
could not reorganize life. But she could 
end it. 


Taking her three children with her, 
she rented a bungalow in another part 
of town. That night she kissed them 
gayly before tucking them in—Edwina, 
- 9 years old; Delamya, 7, and John, who 
was barely 4.

“We were not able to keep our equi- 
librium and walk in a way that was 
straight and narrow. We do not smoke, 
we do not drink, but we spent too much 
money in needless ways. What could 
we expect of our children in a world so 
full of temptation? 

“Had I kept active in good work, in 
home, church and school, my life would 
have been spent—used—instead of lost. 
An unused life means a lost life, and 
that means a lost soul. God and active 
good have become synonymous to me. 

“How could I—when a good husband, 
lovely children, pretty bungalow home 
were mine—how could I? How could 
I lack appreciation and fail to do my 
simple everyday duty? 

“Mothers and fathers everywhere, 
make your home work a joy and make 
it a privilege for your children to help 
you. 

“I was not ‘very strong from birth, 
and when I quit teaching and married 
it seemed that every one spoke of the 
burden and worry of housework. Why 
couldn't they have spoken of the joys? 
A woman with a six or seven room 
bungalow and a small flower garden is 
most blessed. 

“She can care for it and make a home 
for her husband and children without 
having to have help in the home except 
when they are very small. I had the 
ideal, the possibilities with which to 
have made a heaven on earth. I made 
it the opposite. 

“I ery to God for forgiveness, but 
what I have sowed I must reap. I am 
a disgrace to my kinfolk, my family, my 
uhiversity, my friends, my church, my 
most courteous and considerate husband 
and to humanity at large. 

“IT petted myself, my husband hu- 
mored me and my friends and neighbors 
allowed me to think I was very busy 
and very tired. I- was only tired be- 
cause of inactivity. Any woman with 
any health at all can care well for a 
home and three normal, healthful 
youngsters. I simply failed in my 
duties. 

“Mr. Chamberlain has made enough 
money so that if we had used it prop- 
erly we would have had plenty invested 
in the company where Mr. Chamberlain 
is a small stockholder and the founda- 
tion for a comfortable fortune would 
have been laid. The children would 
have been assured of high school and

“T acted as leading

A very old and very wise minister of 
an ancient faith summed up his reac- 
tions to the Chamberlain tragedy as fol- 
lows: 

“Old theologians knew that certain 
human virtues may be carried so far as 
to become vices. Those who err in sucha 
way are those who have lost the sense 
of proportions and the ability to adjust. 
After all, this is a many-sided world 
and we are many-sided beings. 
*“*Mother love is so beautiful that we 
hesitate to dissect it, even when it has 
gone awry. Yet mother love, misdirect- 
ed, or grown out of bounds, makes for 
misery. Poor Mrs. Chamberlain was not 
the first unhappy mother to illustrate 
that. 

“More than one case of intanticide 
has been set down in the public prints 
as caused by religious mania, although 
fundamentally they were caused by 
mother love gone wrong. The poor, de- 
luded mother heart wanted to ‘save the 
soul’ of her child. 

“It is the same feeling, in lesser de- 
gree, that makes an otherwise intelli- 
vent woman keep her man-child tied to 
her apron strings long after he should 
be fighting his own batiles and making 
his own adjustments in the world of- 
men. She wants, beyond the rule of life, 
to shield him from the buffets of fate. 

“‘Vhen a woman’s love for her young 
crows out of bounds and in the wrong 
direction, she is likely to torture her 
spirit with the thougnt that she has 
not done her full maternal duty. 

“Her feeling for her children is not 
a thing of courage and hope; it is full 
of morbid fears and tremblings; full, 
too, of a wild belief that somehow she 
can cheat life and take the blows life 
has in store for them herself. 

‘It is part of such tragedies that the 
mothers who feel most unworthy are 
always those who labor hardest for their 
young. The careless mothers and the 

cruel ones never feel any such doubts 
and fears. They never doubt that they 
are doing their complete duty. They 
never feel any exaggerated anxiety for 
the welfare of their daughters and their

His idea seems to be that David- 
son, stooping between the poles of the 
big electro-magnet, had some extraor- 
dinary twist given to his retinal eie- 
ments through the sudden change in 
the field ot foree due to the lightning. 

He thinks, as a consequence of this, 
that it may be possible to live visually 
in one part of the world, while one lives 
bodily im another. 

But the whole of his theory seems 
fantastic to me. The facts concernin 
Davidson stand on an altogether dif- 
ferent footing, and I can testify per- 
sonally to the accuracy of every detail

Hardly an hour after the discovery of the 
robbery a fine-meshed and far-reaching net 
had been thrown to the frontiers of Europe 
and across the English channel to the Brit- 
ish isle; the movements. of persons 
suspected of dealing in stolen valuables were 
checked and sharp eyes studied the crowds 
at railway stations, steamship piers and alir- 
ports. 


But not a trace has been found of the pink 
diamond nor any one who is known to have 
had a hand in its disappearance. And little 
hope is held out that the $2,000,000 gem that 
was the pride of France will ever be seen 
again, except by a few privileged eyes in the 
European underworld. 

The pink diamond, second in value only to 
the Cullinan diamond, is a strange gem with 
a strange history. No other diamond ever 
mined has the wondrous roseate hue that has 
made it known to gem fanciers the world 
over, sometimes as “The Great Rose’’ and, in 
France, as the “Grand Conde”’ because its 
original.owner was the Prince de Conde. 


Its story, several centuries old, is written 
in blood. Legend tells us that it shone from 
the forehead of an ancient idol in the temple 
of a fabulously wealthy maharajah of In- 
dia and that it was guarded night and day 
by a score of priests who were tortured and 
slain after a white man plucked it from the 
brow of the sacred idol. 


What the fate of this first thief of the pink 
diamond was is not known, but it was next 
discovered in the possession of a Jewish 
peddler who sold it to Count de Runcieau, a 
wealthy aristocrat of France. 

The count’s beautiful mistress fell under 
the spell of the rosy lights that flashed from 
its polished face but was warned by a for- 
tune teller that possession of the gem would 
bring disaster. For a time the lady laughed

The Perplexing Eel, 


Truth is stranger than fiction. Consider 
now the eel—-the common silver eel. It is 
born in the ocean and is caught in a remote 
inland pond, perhaps hundreds of miles from 
the sea. I don’t know that I blame the 
doubting Thomases who frankly refuse to be- 
lieve the life history of this fish. It is a 
rather large and strong dose of natural his- 
tory to swallow at one gulp. So it is that I 
am continually receiving letters in regard to 
the eel. Here is one from E. P. Walton, of 
Connecticut: 

“We have read more or less about the 
spewning habits of the eel, and that after 
spawning the adult eels remain in the spawn- 
This 
gives one the idea that the mature eels never 
live through more than one breeding sea- 
son. Are the breeding habits mentioned typi- 
cal of all the eels, or only of certain species?’ 

The common eel of the Atlantic coast is 
the silver eel. This is the eel that works its 
wey far inland, even into ponds which seem- 
ingly have no direct connection with rivers. 
There are other salt water eels which do not 
work up into the fresh water; but with all 
the true eels the life history is practically the 
same. So far as known they spawn but once 
and then die. However, they are a number

people that it is mot an eel. I do not dare 
tell them that it“en’t even a fish. It isn’t. 
It is one notch lower in the scale of life than 
the true fish. But as for the eels, they are 
true fish. Their spawning grounds are in 
deep water east of Florida and the Bahamas 
and south of Bermuda. They spawn but 
once, then die. No mature eel with ripe 
spawn has ever been found in fresh water. 


The Perfect 


Judging by the number of Specimens sent 
me for identification this year, and by the 
many descriptions, together with drawings. 
it must be that in certain parts of the East 
there was an unusually large crop of one of 
nature’s most perfectly camouflaged produc- 
tions in the insect line. This queer fellow {is 
the walking-stick.so-called because when it is 
motionless it has every appearance of being a 
bit of twig. Usually it is not seen unless it 
moves, So far as we humans are con- 
cerned, the walking-stick is harmless. In 
the Northern States it is represented by only 
one species—-—Diapheromera femorata. It 
feeds on foliage. Mrs. Walking-Stick is most 
careless about the future of her race. She 
simply drops her eggs to the ground from 
the tree on Which she chances to be feeding, 
and trusts to luck that they will roll to a 
place of safety. In the tropics nature car- 
ries her camouflage a step further with some 
of the members of this.group. In some they 
wings and the wings are veined 
exactly like leaves.

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MORE MEMORIES OF WASHINGTON 


By DR. CHARLES NOBLE. 
(Continued from last Sunday.) 


CAN not leave this story of my old school 
mate, true Chevalier Bayard, ‘‘Sans peur 
et sans reproche,”’ without giving two short 
extracts from letters written to intimate 
friends, of course, with no idea that they 
would ever be published; for they speak out 
the inmost heart of the boy, and interpret 
his deeds. The first was written just after 
he had made up his mind to enter the army: 
“I stay to take part in the great fight: If 
I die, what death more glorious than the 
death of men fighting for their country?’ 
[The other belongs to a later time, and seems 
to be in response.to some criticism as to his 
ueedlessly incurring danger: ‘I never like 
any one to call me rash, for you must re- 
member now, I do none of those things which 
some call daring without thinking well over 
the object and if it be worth the risk in- 
volved, for I feel the responsibility of other 
lives more than my own. There is no excuse 
for exposing these unnecessarily. But where 
a great object requires considerable risk, of 
course, no one is to hold back then. I al- 
ways feel a conviction that in going into bat- 
tle I may never return alive. I think over 
my sins and pray God to pardon them. I 
never go down to the fight without first of- 
fering prayer to the Almighty for forgiveness 
and acceptance.”’ 

Surely that little school house on Indiana 
avenue did its full share in the great strug- 
gle of the Sixties. 

As one thinks of those who lived around 
the corner of Third, in C street, it seems as 
if almost every house was associated with 
some name of more than ordinary interest. 
On the south side, near Third, lived the scien- 
tist, Dr. LeConte, one of a family almost as 
famous inf scientific investigation end teach- 
ing as the McCooks in war. Down toward 
l‘our-and-a-half street lived Mr. W. E. Zant- 
zinger, private secretary at one time to Daniel 
Webster; and the large brownstone house at 
the corner, in my time, occupied by a lead- 
ing business man of Washington named 
Parker,-had only a little before been asso- 
ciated with famous Senator Thomas H. Ben- 
ton, of Missouri, his daughter, Jessie, and her 
husband the pathfinder, John C. Fremont, 
first candidate of the Republican party for 
the Presidency. 

Near the middle of the block, on the same 
south side was the home of the Rev. William 
McLain, secretary of the Colonization society, 
and spoken of in one of the earlier numbers 
of this series, The adjoining lot on the east, 
now filled by.a good brick house, was the 
family yard and playground. I have vivid 
memories of the pears and cherries that rip- 
ened there and of the row of five small white 
marble tombstones sacred to the memory of 
St. Bernard dogs, of whom there was always 
a living representative inthe family and who, 
living or dead, all bore the name Frank. The 
children of this household corresponded 
closely in age with our own and were always 
intimate friends and playmates. The oldest 
daughter lived long in Washington after the 
parents had passed on, and was active in 
church work and in social relations. The 
second daughter had unusual talent and 
gained. considerable reputation in painting 
and in literature. The youngest son, near my 
.oWn age, was for years a practicing physician 
in Washington. An older son, Mr. Louis R. 
McLain, made his home in Charleston, S. C., 
and was a successful business man. Within 
the past year he has joined the rest of the 
family in the other life. The McLain house 
was the meeting place of the ‘‘Mosaic,’’ a 
literary social gathering of kindred spirits, 
which included many of the most interesting 
people of the time. 

On the north side of the street, just be- 
yond Four-and-a-half street, was the home of 
Dr. Lindsly, leading physician. of the time. 
According to the custom of those days his 
office was in his home; and I shall never for- 
get the shock I experienced, when, on an 


errand for my grandparents, I opened that. 


basement door and was faced by the grin- 
ning jaws of the human skeleton in its open 
case at the back of the office. My mother 
was a believer in homeopathy, and it was 
old Dr. Green who lived a tew doors farther 
west, who brought me safely throuzh the at- 
tack of ‘‘camp fever,’’ which nearly put a 


premature end sad my earthly doings. 3 
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clergyman from New England, who held some 
<mall office under government, but whose 
great interest was in scholarly study, espe- 
cially in philosophy, theology and _ biblical 
criticism. E. Goodrich Smith was his name; 
and in spite of its commonplace suggestion, 
there was about Mr. Smith, and even more 
about his wife, an atmosphere of intellec- 
tual and spiritual interest anything but com- 
monplace. The little house was full of books, 
in all languages and on all subjects, “‘up- 
stairs and downstairs and in my lady's 
chamber,” and seemed fairly bursting with 
erudition. He was a very orthodox New Eng- 
land theologian; but was broad-minded and 
keenly interested in the controversies of the 
time, in which German philosophers 4nd 
scholars were leading thinkers into new 
fields. Nothing seemed to scare Mr. Smith; 
and on his shelves Strauss, Bauer and Renan 
kept friendly company with the most stead- 
fast defenders of the faith once delivered. 
My father called upon him, when he heard 
that he was nearing the bound of life and 
found that, to the very end, he preserved his 
keen.interest in scholarly thought. He had 
a desk placed near his invalid chair, and on 
it were ranged copies of the Bible, Old and 
New Testaments, in Hebrew, Greek, Latin 
and most of the languages of Europe. ‘“‘This 
ig my recreation,” he said. “I love to trace the 
varied suggestions of the words as they give 
the thought through-.the media: of the. dif- 
ferent tongues.”’ 

In thinking over the dramatic perform- 
ance in the parlors of the old F street house, 
I recall that at least three of the boy actors 
were from the C street group. _Louls McLain 
had the title role of Gen. Bombastes, ‘‘Erkie” 
(Erskine) Sunderland, one of. the. minor 
parts, and Fred Bailey was the king. His 
father, Mr. Gamaliel Bailey, lived during 
those years, from 1847 to 1869, on the north 
side’of C street between Third and Four-and- 
a-half. He edited an outspoken’ antislavery 
weekly paper called the National Era, at 
first as an organ of. the... American. and 
Foreign Antislavery society, but he soqn pur- 
chased it from the society and afterward 
published it himself, entirely free from any 
outside control. The: publishing: office. was 
once threatened: by a mob of proslavery 
hoodlums; but, for the most part Dr. Balley 
Was unmolested, in spite of his consistent 
opposition to the prevailing public sentiment 
of Washington of, .the,time.. .He had heen 
educated for the medical profession and had 
practiced for a short time in early manhood; 
but soon took up what: proved to be his life 
work as a journalist in the service of free- 
dom. At first associated with James G. 
Birney, at Cincinnati, in the conduct of the 
Philanthropist, a paper devoted to the sup- 
port of the Itberty party, when Birney gave 
up his connection with the paper to accept the 
candidacy of. that party for the Presidency, 
Dr. Bailey conducted it in vigorous support of 
his friend and leader, the. forerunner of the 
Republican party. 

The file of the National Bra from 1847 to 
1860, to be found in the Library of Congreas, 
contains an erg rer 4 interesting record of 
the -progress of thought, political, social and 
literary, during thoes eventful years. The 
editor held a medium course between the 
radical,. Garrisonian . Abolitionists..and. the 
temporizing Whig politicians, . advocating 
emancipation always, . and . nding, for 
success, on calm argument a persuasion. 
His gift. in this direction is well illustrated 
by the fact that an address ,by’ him scattered 
the mob that once threatened to seraeyi his 
publishing office. :

A recent critic has wisely written - that as in 
the drama “the play’s the thing,” so in the 
novel the story is the thing.

By the sanie test the 
writers of the story papers of the middle 
nineteenth century will take a surprising); 
high place; for, whatever their deficiencies of 
style, they knew how to tell an interesting 
tale, and did not find it necessary to stir up 
manure piles to give flavor to their work. 

But the National Era did not depend on 
this type of contributor. As you look over 
the files you will see the names ‘of Martineau. 
the Carey sisters, Hawthorne, and others of 
the standard writers of the time whom Dr 
Balley knew how ‘to enlist in the service of 
his journal. 

‘In the spring of 1859, Dr. Bailey was in a 
critical. condition of ill health, and with the 
hope of recovery, he tried the effect of an 
ocean voyage. As in so many similar cates, 
the ‘effort at restoration of a worn out body 
cante-too late. He died just as his steamer 
reoctet the harbor of Southampton. He left 

ePaper in the capable hands of his wife, 
ne rs. Bailey continued its publication for 
nearly a ‘year after his death. She noted in 
her’ announcement of its suspension the 
strange and yet inevitable fact that the sucoess 
of the cause espoused by the paper resulted 
in. the loss of its prominence, when strong 
anti-slavery dailies like the New York Tribune 
and the Times were established in all the 
free States. There is no apparent falling off 
in the quality of the-later issues; but the 
subscription list steadily shrank; and on 
March 15, 1860, Mrs. Bailey announced its 
suspension, and. the publication was never 
renewed. 

It .happened that Henry J. Raymond, 

founder and long time editor of the New York 
Times, was a passenger on the same steamer; 
and he was with Dr. Bailey when he died. 
He wrote a’ long obituary article to the Times, 
in which among other things he says of him: 
“He never ignored or professed to underrate 
the practical difficulties with which the ques- 
tion (of emancipation) was surrounded, nor 
did he ever fall into the mistake of headlong 
zealots, and try to make denunciation do the 
work of argumgnt and persuasion. The fact 
that. he established a popular and successful 
anti-slavery’ newspaper at .Washington—to: 
those who ‘appreciate the influences that pre- : 
vail there--affords conclusive proof of the 
practical.sagacity and the wise temper which 
presided over his performance of duty.” In 
an editorial suggested by Dr. Bailey's death 
the New York Evening Post used language 
which may be taken as -ex ressing the view 
taken by William Cullen Bryant. It says: 
“The Republican party owed its vast and 
rapid increase from small beginnings in no 
small degree to his judicious and untiring 
labors.” 
‘So, plainly, there was a much: more impor- 
tant thing going on under the direction of 
this quiet, unassuming gentleman than many 
of his fellow citizens. realized. If any house 
on C- street deserves a memorial tablet it is 
the one which was vr.
